in conflict with CIO aims. 


CIO President Philip Murray 


allowed no leeway in the case of 
Ben Gold, head of the Fur and 
Leather Workers. Cold never has

Justice Thompson

Justice Charles Thompson of the 
Illinois Supreme Court last night 
opposed any expansion of supreme 
court power through "constitu- 
tional interpretations."

Scientist Tells of 
Three Obstacles to 
Outer Space Travel 


i Baltimore—(AP)—Man's desire 
to roam about outer space and ex- 
plore heavenly bodies will remain 
a songwriter's fancy for a few 
years, says Dr. Ralph E. Gibson, 
director of the applied physics lab- 
oratory of the John Hopkins Uni- 
versity. Dr. Gibson cites these ob- 
stacles to inter-planetary travel: 


1. You would need a rocket ship 


weighing about 10,000 tons—the 
weight of a light cruiser—to carry 
a pay load of 50,000 pounds. 2. You 
would need fuel tanks a quarter of 
a million cubic feet in size and 
would have to carry 8,000 tons of 
fuel, probably liquid oxygen. 3. 
You would have to start with a 
velocity of 36,000 feet a second in 
order to get shot put of the field 
of the earth's gravity. 


Dr. Gibson's laboratory has been 


experimenting in guided missies at 
the government's White Sands 
(N.M.) testing grounds. 


One of the first demonstrations 


of color television was presented 
by the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
June 27, 1929..

36-year-old mother who shot her 
husband to death testified last 
night that as she leveled a shot- 
gun at him she warned: "This is 
what you had coming to you."

While I believe Canasta is going

Question: 
Mr. Crawford, 
in 


playing, four-handed Canasta will 
you explain to my readers some 
niportant points in partnership 
play? 


Answer: Watch your partner's 


discards. Then take into consider- 
ation your left-hand 
opponent's 


discard to your partner. This will 
ell you what cards your partner 
does not want, when he refuses 
o pick them up. Also you can 
liscard the same 
artne'r discards. 
In other words, you should try 


o keep the same cards you think 
our partner has. and in this way 
•ou both are more apt to be sav- 
ing the same cards. The above 
applies mostly when you and your 
partner need 120 points for your 
initial meld. 


When you need 50 to 90 points 


for your initial meld the game 
is apt to proceed too quickly to 
develop your hand in any particu- 
lar manner. 
Also, if you discard 


the same cards as your partner, 
they are apt to be used by your 
left-hand opponent. 
(Since your 


partner doesn't have it, your op- 
ponents probably have.) 


Another important point to re- 


member in four-handed Canasta 
is, if your side needs 120 meld and 
you do not have the jokers or 
wild cards, then it is up to you to 
play to protect your partner. /In 
other words, one hand plays to 
meld 120 points while the other 
partner tries to build up his hand 
so that he will be able to play 
off his partner's hand.

• Caracas, Venezuela, Nov. 
(AP) — Homeless 
Venezuelans 


searched 
frantically 
today 
for 


members of their families missing 
since a flash flood swept through 
Caracas suburbs. 


At least 20 persons were re- 


ported dead and authorities feared 
the toll from yesterday's 
flood 


might run much higher. The flood, 
the worst in Venezuela's capital in 
many years, caused damage esti- 
mated unofficially at 510,000,000. 


It was Latin America's second 


major flood since Oct. 1. Heavy 
rains and floods in Guatemala 
during the first three weeks of 
October killed more than 500 per- 
sons and caused an estimated $50,- 
000,000 of damage. 


A six-hour downpour yesterday 


brought ^a sudden rush "of water 
here from, the usually tiny Guaire 
river, which was swollen by several 
days of heavy rains. » 


-Roaring 
flood 
water 
swept 


through the rude huts of hundreds 
of poor families living along the 
river banks. 
Radio patrol cars 


dashed along the river, warning 
dwellers on the banks to flee. Many 
of the hundreds left homeless said 
they thought the warning was a 
trick to dislodge them from their 
homes. 


Horrified onlookers saw whole 


families bob by in the water, help-, 
less amid the wreckage of their 
houses and furniture. 
Eye wit- 


nesses said they counted at least 
80 men, 
women 
and 
children, 


struggling or unconscious in the 
flood waters. 
The floods spread 


also to El Paraiso, El Conde and 
other fashionable Caracas suburbs 
The waters washed away the 
foundations of five bridges.

number of commercial houses and 
storage garages near 
the 
river 


were flooded.
